o the terrible affair before mentioned. Their 
fneeting was like two brothers who had sup- 
pused each other dead.

MORE TERRITORY. 


Perhaps the most important matter, next 
to reconstruction, brought before the 40th 
Congress at its short session, terminating on 
the 30th of March, was the cession (by trea- 
ty) of Russian America, and the adjacent 
islands, to the United States. Influential 
parties regard it as significant of Russian 
policy in view of the impending European 
complication on the eastern question. Rus- 
sia cedes her Americaf territory for the 
same reason that induced Napoleon to 
sell Louisiana. In the event of a war, 
Russia would probably lose this territory. 
By parting with it it secures the friendship 
of our Government. The English Represen- 
tative is deeply chagrined. It is said that 
Sir Frederick Bruce will telegraph to Earl 
Derby for instructions to protest -against its 
acceptance by our Government. The price 
to be paid for this territory is about $7,000,- 
000. The treaty was signed on the 30th of 
March, and was sent to the Senate shortly 
afterwards. It took the Senate by surprise, 


“and, although that body was to continue in 


executive session until the middle of this 
month, it was believed at Washington that 
no action would be taken upon the important 
matter before the next session of Congress. 
A telegram from London says the hope is 
generally expressed in politigal circles that 
the treaty will not be confirmed. The New 
York papers discuss the treaty at length. 

The Zimes commends Seward, and says the 
main importance of the acquisition grows out 
of the bearing upon our future trade with 
China and Japan. However reluctant the 
Senate may be to accept so great a boon 
from the President and Secretar of State, 
its sense. of public duty ysl} ~astrain its rat- 
ification. - 

The Tribune vays it is an effort on the part 


, of th~- Adinimistration to cover up its failures 


at home. The territory is not wanted, and it 
requires more bonds to be sold in Europe at 
seventy cents on a dollar, thereby adding 
half a million, dollars to the annual taxes; 
and invokes the Senate to withhold its rati- 
fication, in hopes that the House will refuse 
the appropriation to pay for the territory. 

The World says that Russia has sold to 
the United States, after she had sucked the 
orange, as the fur trade is declining. Look- 
ing to the fature, it regards the purchase as 


Tte Herald says it is a high price, looking 
only at the products. of the territory. Po- 
litically considered, it is valuable. 

The Times special says the memorial of 
the Legislature of Washington Territory, in 
January, 1866, asking the President to ob- 
tain the right for fisherman to enter the Rus- 
sian ports, was the foundation of the present 
treaty.. 

The San, Francisco Times of the 4th, thus 
comments upon the importance of the treaty : 


-San Francisco, from her geographical posi- 
tion, is particularly interested in the pur- 
chase, and ought to lose no time in urging 
upon the Government through our represen- 
tatives, the necessity of consummating the 
bargain at once. Open this vast territory to 
the enterprise of our people, and it will not 
be long before another tributary will be ad- 
ded to the commercial wealth of our city, 
which will steadily increase in volume from 
year to year. For the cemparative paltry 
compensation of $7,250,000 we will here be- 
come | of a tract of country embra- 
cing nearly 500,000 square miles, one fourth 
of which, at least, is rich in all the natural 
resources of national wealth. 

New England, w'th an area of but 65,114 

aare miles, more than seven times smaller, 
and with the natural resources only of gran- 
ite, water, ice and timber, with a sterile soil, 
has become wealthy and strong, wielding a 
cotymercial, political and social influence 
which reaches almost every nook of the hab- 
itable globe. : ; 

It-is true, a large portion of the territory 
in question cannot be as valuable as that of 
New England, for the reason that it lies too 
far north for successful colonization. Yet, 
there is an area of country, lying immediately 
upon the seaboard, embracing nearly 20,000 
square miles equa) in extent to New Hamp- 
shire, Massachusetts, Rhode Island and Con- 
necticut, together with a vast archipelago of 
islands, of which the Alieutian stretches to 
the southwest almost to the fiftieth parallel, 


through thirty degrees of longitude and nine 


degrees of latitude, all of which a 
more genial climate, and natural resources 
far greater than does New England. This 
tract has not only all the natural sources of 
wealth ‘possessed by the six New England 
States but many more. Rich and extensive

tlow of more than one hundred degrees of 
longitude along the Equator sweeps north- 
ward with the warmth of the tropics until 
it strikes and washes the whole shore of the 
archipelago, giving a climatic temperature 
equally as.mild as that of England. 

In view of the foregoing facts, we need not 
be surprised that Mr. Seward celebrated on 
the 29th ult., the consummation of a negoti- 
ation with the Russian Government whereby 
we may become the owners of another sec- 
tion of this Continent, which is really an 
Empire of itself. 

The political feature of this purchase pos- 
sesses an importance, also, which can scarcely 
be measured at this moment. It not only 
adds to our physical strength at home, but 
will exert 2 powerful influence in the politi- 
cal councils of Europe. 

While agreeing with the Times that the 
purchase is a good one, we will merely say 
that in our judgment the purchase of Sonora 
and Chihuahua would have been a much bet- 
ter one at this time, and we hope that now 
that Uncle Sam is buying new territory, he 
will not stop until he secures these two Mex- 
ican States so needful to the proper develop- 
ment of our présent possessions on the south- 
western frontier. 


REFORM. 


The Queen’s speeech at the opening of Par- 
liament contains about two thousand words, 
and was transmitted over the Atlantic Cable. 
The followigg are its most important para- 
graphs: 

*T have suggested to the Government of 
the United States a mode by which the ques- 
tions pending between the two countries, 
arising out of the cjgil war, may receive ami- 
cable solution, and which method, as I trust, 
will be received in corresponding spirit and 
remove all grounds of possible misunderstand- 
ings and promote relations of cordial friend- 
ship. > 
“The war between Spain and the Repub- 
lics of Chile an. Peru still continues—the 
good offices of my Government in connection 
with the French, having failed to effect a re- 
conciliation. 

“ Your attention will again be called to 
the state of representation in Parhament, 
and I trust your deliberations, conducted in 
a spirit of firmness, moderation and mutual 
forbearance, may lead to the adoption of 
measures which, without undue disturbance 
of the balance of political power, shall freely 
extend the elective franchise.” 

This shows that although John Bull has 
hitherto hooted the idea of our government 
demanding remuneration for the losses inflic- 
ted upon our commerce by rebel ’ privateers 
fitted out under his auspices, the Queen feels 
that such a settlement must be made. The 
speech also’ shows that her Majesty is sensi- 
tive to the popular demand of her subjects 
for political reform. It is said that during 
the delivery of the speech the people filled 
the area about the Parliament house with 
loud cries of Reform! Reform! Reform! 
Those cries were never more sincere, and un- 
der the powerful yet cautious and consider- 
ate lead of Gladstone, Bright and Mill,-the 
thinking masses, the workingmen of England, 
will persevere until the elective franchise is 
greatly extended and the people of Great 
Britain really have a voice in their govern- 
ment. The reform movement is not a rash 
or unreasonable one, but one so just and prop- 
er that itis a matter of wonder how any 
class can oppose it. 

In a recent editorial the Alta thus clearly 
sums up the great question: 


The reform that John Bright demands for 
England is that the law-making power may 
be taken out of the hands of the landed no- 
bility, who rule not only in the House of 
Lords, but also generally manage, through 
their potency in rotten boroughs, to secure 
a majority in the House of Commons. The 
Reformers desire to equalize suffrage all 
over the realm, so that the commercial and 
manufacturing cities will haye representation 
according to wealth and population. This is 
the aim of John Bright. The Lords will re- 
sist it to the verge of revolution and civil 
war, because it means, not only~-that their 
great landed estates must be brought to bear 
their share of the burdens of taxation, which 
they have not done for two centuries, but 
that in the end these estates will be divided 
and subdivided, the law of entail abolished 
and the whole Kingdom be cut up into small 
farms owned in fee by the common people. 
1n that event the House of Lords would lose 
its feudal character, its influence of wealth 
and nine-tenths of its dignity. With the 
single difference of life-membership, it would 
stand in about the same relation to the Com- 
mons as our Senate does to the House of 
Representatives. Now, the nobility of Eng- 
land really constitate the Government. They 
generally manage to elect the. majority of 
the House of Commons; dictate or compose 
the Cabinet that always directs the actions 
of the Sovereign ; fill up the army and navy 
with cadets from their own ranks, and from 
the same supply the Church establishment 
with Rectors, Bishops and Archbishops. 
Their power is absolute. It wields all the 
physical, moral, religious and legal forces of 
the Empire. If the Reformers succeed in 
their ends, all this nice arrangement will be 
broken in pieces; the Commons will then 
hold the purse in fact, and very soon get 
possession of the land and the sword. 

It is not to be reasonably expected, then, 
that the Derby Ministry will favor anything 
like the reform measures demanded by John 
Bright. They will now, as ever, stand by 
their feudal guns and defend thcir class to 
the last inch of ground. But the Reformers 
are wide-awake and every day growing more 
deeply in earnest. There is, we think, not 
the slightest prospect that the present Cabi- 
net can hold together. The public demon- 
strations in London and throughout E 
are growing threatening and alarming. Weak- 
kneed M. P.’s who migui, under ordinary 
circumstances, yield to these poj threats 
and vote the Reformers all they ask. A 
new Cabinet, in which John Bright, Glad- 
stone, Stuart, Mill and their views will i 
dominate, is what we shall expect for Eng- 
land before the first day of May next. That 
or a revolution of force, from which the no- 
bility would be very apt to emerge in a bad- 
ly worsted condition. In either event the 
common people of England must gain immea- 
surably by pushing fofward the reform move- 
ment to the annulment of the law of primo- 
geniture snd all other feudal customs in con- 
flict with the free spirit of this age.

Their favorite scheme, as 
we are informed, was, if possible, to make the 
Presidént believe the Governor antagonistic 
to him, and so to secure his removal, and 
then in the same breath to represent to the 
the Senate that the Governor was unfriendly 
to Congress, and so to insure the prompt con- 
firmation of a successor. But unfortunately, 
as Burns has it, 

+ The beat laid schemes o’ mice and men, 

Gang aft a gley.” 

The unprincipled altiance lost sight of the 
significant fact that they were wholly with- 
out influence or position in Washington; or, 
to put it stronger, that they were very “dead 
ducks,” and that it was well known there 
that each had been overwhelmingly repudiat- 
ed by the people of Arizona, whose views 
they impudently pretended to represent. It 
is stated that upon acertain visit made to a 
high functionary they were greatly nonplus- 
sed when asked how they, who had been so 
entirely unsuccessful and unpopular in Arizo- 
na, could lave the face to ask the removal of 
an officer whom the people had supported in 
every contest, and complimented through 
every Legislature, and with whose course the 
general Government was entirely satisfied. 

They met a similar reception at the hands 
of various members of Congress and heads of 
Departments, and at length gave up their 
contemptible business in despair, finding them- 
selves, as alate letter informs us, “ utterly 
powerless,” and every where regarded as 
chop-fallen, disappointed and exhausted men, 
as useless and unsavory as a last year’s bird’s 
nest. 

For their own credit it ia to be hoped that 
these hackneyed. and oft defeated demagogues 
may 


“ Grow wiser and better as their strength wears 
away.” 


Ifthey have proved utter and lamentable 
failures as public men, through their own con- 
ceit and inconsistency, they may yet hold a 
fair position in private life, if they will be in- 
dustrious, and act upon the good old. maxim 
that “honesty is the best policy,” a maxim 
for which, as politicians, they seem to have 
had no respect whatever. 


THe CALIFORNIA GovernorsuiP.—It is un 
derstood that Governor Low will not be a 
candidate for re-election. John Bidwell and 
Frank Pixley are the most prominent candid- 
ates. The country papers seem to be for 
Bidwell, but San Francisco claims the nomin- 
ation, and the Alia is thus flat-footed for Pix- 
ley: 

“ Pixley isa gentleman of first rate intel- 
lect, and as sound in heart as in head; ofin- 
dependent fortune, and above suspicion of dis-

GENERAL GREGG. 


The arrival of this officer, and two com- 
panies of the 8th U. S. Cavalry, of which-he is 
Culonel, was briefly noticed in our last. There 
were two Generals Gregg in the army of the 
Potomac, both in the cavalry service. David 
McC. Gregg, who was in the army many 
yeara before the war, and once stationed at 
at Fort Tejon, Cal., and J. Irwin Gregg: 
The former has left the army, and the latter 
is now in command of this part of Arizona. 
The 8th Cavalry is the regiment raised 
upon this coast, by order of the War Depart- 
ment, and most of the men are old soldiers, 
many having served with the California Vol- 
unteers in this Territory. Compared with 
men fresh from the East, and unacquainted 
with life on the frontier, they are likely to 
prove Yar more serviceable. With the com- 
pany left at Mohave there are now three 
companies of this regiment in the Territory, 
and we hope the day is not distant when we 
shall have twice the number, if not the whole 
regiment. , 

General Gregg was noted in the Army of 
the Potomac, for bold and successful move- 
ments, and he has begun his administration 
here with vigor and gratifying efficiency. 
He has already had several scouting parties 
out, and been in the field himself. ‘The bril- 
liant fight of Captain Williams, in which 
half a hundred Apaches were killed, and 
which is referred to elsewhere, reflects great 
credit both upon the General and Captain, 
and shows what active, determined men 
can do. 

The people are pleased with the energy 
and apparent good judgment of General 
Gregg, and they should be united and cordial 
in his support, and in co-operative movements 
whenever they may be advantageously made. 

If by the coming of General Gregg some 
officers may be displaced, and the locality of 
some posts changed for the general good, 
these results should not be made the cause 
of feeling or discussion, but all who have the 
true interests of the Territory at heart 
should and will work in harmony, for the 
more effectual overthrow of our common and 
barbarous enemy, and the consequent secu- 
rity of life and property. 


Tue Way it 1s Done.—During the past 
year there has been much complaint over 
the high price paid by the government for 
freighting in this Territory, especially for 
freighting from Yuma to Tucson. The mili- 
tary authorities at San Francisco have ex- 


paie the matter by saying that there were 
ut few bidders, in some cases but one. 
Now we do not remember how well the ad- 
vertisements for bids were circulated last 
year, but this year if there are but few bid- 
ders, it must be attributed to insufficient 
advertising. On the 17th it was made known 
here for the first time that proposals for 
freighting would be received. The advertise- 
ment is dated at San Francisco on the 
15th of March, and published in the Alta. 
Proposals were to be received only to the 
15th of this month, two days befure the Alta 
eee the advertisement was received 
ere. 

Of course no one in this part of Arizona, 
if in any part, had a chance to bid, and there 
are many freighters here who would have 
been glad to have done so. The advertise- 
ment should have been published for at least 
two months, and sent to the Miner the mo- 
ment it was to the Alta. 

Col. Kirkham is an officer of such experi- 
ence and integrity, that we would not for a 
moment intimate intentional unfairness, in 
this matter, but it is most unfortumate, and 


if the new contracts for transportation have 


been let at high figures for want of compe- 
tition, it must not be charged to the people 
of Arizona. 

In all dealings with this Territory the dis- 
tance from San Francisco, the uncertainty of 
the mails, and the absence of means of con- 
veyance and expresses, should be remembered 
and considered. 


Tae GoveRNoR was well received at Tuc- 
son, the best house in the town being placed 
at his disposal.

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Great Indian Killing 
Gen. Gregg at Work. 
A NEW ORDER OF THINGS. 


54 Apaches killed. 


Prescott was much excited yesterday mor- 
ning by the intelligence of two battles with 
the Apaches at Black Mountain, had by Gen. 
Gregg’s Troops, in which 54 of the savages 
were killed, with a loss of but one soldier kil- 
Jed, and one wounded. 

A report dated yesterday, from the Gener- 
al, (through Col. Thos. F. Wright, A. D. C.) 
to Governor McCormick, gives the following 
particulars : 

“Information of the presence of a large 
body of hostile Indians in Hel] Canon having 
been received by the General, he on the 8th 
and 9th inst., with two companies of the Sth 
U. S. Cav. B & T left this Post with a view 
to examine and explore that locality, and if 
possible to break up this band. 

“On the arrival of the command at the 
Canon a thorough reconnoisance of the vicin- 
ity was made, without discovering any indi- 
cations of Indians. They had evidently re- 
tired in the direction of Black Mountains, to 


the south east. i 

“Capt. J. M. Williams, 8th U. S. cav. with 
the two companies, was directed to scout ac- 
cordingly. p 

“On the 10th, Lieut. Owen, 32d U. S. Inf. 
with a small detached party from this com- 
mand surprised and attacked a large party of 
Indians, killing three, and wounding several, 
afterwards joining the main cammand about 
15 miles to the south. 

“ From information, this marning received 
from Capt. Williams, it appears that on the 
16th and 18th inst. two successful-engage- 
ments were had with the Indians, in which 
51 were killed and one wounded. 

“ A large supply of provisions and stores 
were destroyed by the troops.” 

Abomt sixty soldiers took part in these 
most successful fights, under Capt. Williams 
and Lieutenauts Charles Hobart and Edmund 
Fetchet of the 8th Cav., and Lieut W. McR. 
Owens of the 32d Inft. Capt. Williams was 
Colonel of a Kansas Cavalry Regiment du- 
ring the war, and seems to be a manof great 
energy and cool courage His conduct as 
well as that of all the officers and men is 
spoken of as most creditable. 

Tom Hodges, late Captain of the Yavapai 
Rangers, who was engaged by Gen. Gregg as 
a guide, led the troops to the Indians and 
rendered excellent service throughout. Tom 
is the right man in the right place. 

The fighting occurred in a cañon of the 
Black Mountains, about 40 miles east of 
Prescott, and not far from the west bank of 
the Verde River. 

Geo. W. Drummond of Co. B was killed, 
and Dollinger of the same Co. slightly woun- 
ded. 

After two days rest the troops, with those 


at Camp Lincoln, were to renew operations, 


and General Gregg started yesterday to join 
them—and the people are rejoiced over the 
new order of things. 


Mai, Marters.—Whiie below the Gila 
Mr. Truman gathered all the information pos- 
sible regarding the need of mail facilities, 
and strongly recommended the re-establish- 
ment of service from San Bernardino or Los 
Angeles to Tucson via of Yuma, service hav- 
ing lately been put on the route from Tucson 
to Mesilla. We hear by telegraph that this 
additional service has already been ordered 
by the P. O. Department. It will give new 
life to the lower country. While here Mr. 
Truman joined in asking the P. O, Depart- 
ment to extend service from here via Zumi 
to Albuquerque. This line is greatly needed, 
and now that the Pacific road is built'to west 
of Fort Riley, and from there stages run 
in seven days to Albuquerque, there is no 
way by which our Eastern mails can come so 
quickly. 


Gen. CRITTENDEN and Command are prob- 
ably at Tucson by this time. ,At last ac- 
counts they were at Fort Grant, where the 
General was ordered to undo the treaty made 
with certain Apaches, some months since, by 
Col. Ilgis. As we understand it while the 
action of Col. Ilgis, which was approved by 
Col. Lovell, was thought reasonable at head- 
quarters, (San Francisco), it was not believed 
that the government would confirm the trea- 
ty, or enable the military to carry out its pro- 
visions, and so, to prevent di culty, Gen. 
Crittenden was directed to inform the sava. 
ges that the treaty could not be abided by 
but at the same time, that the government 
would do all it could to help them if they 
continue peaceable and friendly, and all it 
could to punish them if they become hostile.

- TRANSFER OF INDIAN BUREAU. 


After a lengthy debate, the Senate, rejec- 
ted the bill to transfer the Indian Bureau 
from the Interior-to the War Department, 
by the following decisive vote : 

Nays—Mesers. Buckalew, Davis, Dixon, 
Doolittle, Edmonds, Fogg, Foster, Harris, 
Henderson, Hendricks, Howard, Johnson, 
McDougal, Morrill, Nesmith, Patterson, Po- 
land, Pomeroy, Riddell, Ross, Sprague, Sum- 
ner, Trumbull and Yates.

The principal argument nsed against the 
bill was that the Indians would consider it « 
declaration of war, and at once assume a hos- 
tile attitude. We do not believe that Con- 
gress should either have consulted the wishes 
of the Indians, or been frightened by their 
hostility. If we are not very much mistak- 
en, there was another more potent reason 
which intluenced members. The Indian Bu- 
reau is the dispenser of many a fat job, which 
would be lost were the machine in the hands 
of the War Department. The press and the 
people seemed to-be singularly unanimous in 
support of this measure—and those Western 
States and Territories that know by experi- 
ence how Indian affairs have been hitherto 
conducted, were particularly earnest in the 
demand for its passage.

C. Truman, Special 
Agent of the Post Office Department for this 
Territory, and to indulge in an interchange 
of opinions and ideas with regard to the 


the Territory, and to adopt the most ready 
and feasible plan of pro.ecuting the same, 
convened in the town of Tucson on Saturday 
Evening, the 16th day of March, 1867, when 
the following proceedings were had, to wit: 

Charles Trumbull Hayden was called to 
the Chair, and George W. Pierce appointed 
Secretary. 

The Chairman in a few appropriate and 
concise remarks explained the object of the 
meeting. 

- His Excellency, Governor McCormick be- 
ing present, introduced Mr. Truman, who in 
a happy style entertained the meeting at 
some length with a discourse imbued with a 
spirit of justice, liberality, and kind accom- 
modation highly deserving and commendato- 
ry of the gentleman and the officer, and sug- 
gestive of the proper measures to be adopted, 
to obtain a remedy against our present Pos- 
tal inconveniences.

Pesclred, That a committee of three be ap- 
pointed by the Chair, to draw up a suitable 
Memorial to the Post Office Department at 
Washington, setting forth in plain and re- 
spectful language, the inconveniences we la- 
ber under for want of proper and necessary 
mail routes, giving us a connection with the 
Atlantic and Pacific states. 

The Chair appointed G. H. Oury, Jeremiah 
Riordan and Francis M. Hodge as said com- 
mittee; who in accurdance with instructions 
reported the following Memorial: 


To the Post Master General of the United 
States. 

We, the undersigned, residents of Tucson, 
Arizona Territory, respectfully represent that 


the present mail facilities of this portion of 


the Territory are wholly insufficient for the 
necessities of the country. 


That our intercourse with the State of 


California, which is of the first importance 
to the country, is rendered exceedingly pre- 
carious and uncertain, by reason of the want 
of connection between-the present mail from 
the Rio Grande to this place, and a -line fol- 
lowing the old Overland or Butterfield route 
to Los Angeles, California. , 

We therefore respectfully ask that a mail 
service be put upon this route from Tucson 
to Los Angeles, California, or San Bernardino, 
adequate to the necessities of the public. 

The increase of the population ; the wants 
of merchants and business men, and the gen- 
eral welfare and development of the country 
demand its immediate establishment. _
